W e fliall take % fyilematic 
view of the fituation of affairs in Germany 
and in Italy, according to the mcft recent 
intelligence. 


It cannot be doubted that General Mclas 
before he entered upon the campaign, ir.uik 
have eftimatcd much bitter than all thcfc 
who venture to criticlfe hiscondu*^, w};at 
he might have to apprehended from 
the 
French 
army 
of rcferve. 
N ot willing 
to wait lor the moment in which he would 
find hsmfelf prcfTed in the plains o f Pied­ 
mont, between two Armies o f MafTena and 
o f Buonaparte defcending the one from the 
Upper AI//S, and the othèr from the M ari­ 
time Alps, he felt the neceiHty o f getting 
rid of eac o f them, and took advantage of 
the moment when the former was yet aban- 
doned to his own forces, in order to attack 
Vim^ with all thofe uhder his command.-^ 
The capital manctuvre by which he cut ih 
two the army of M^airena, is yet recent in 
the memory of every one : it was the fame 
which General Beaulieu attempted againft 
Buonaparte, on the fame fpot,* in 1^96, but 
he had too few foldiers to fucceed, and was 
badly feconded by GeneralD* Argente au.—. 
General Mêlas having a ftronger army, and 
better officers, obtained the mofl complete 
fucccfs, and purfued it as far as it could be 
carried. 
A fter feveral difficult movements, 
and a number of murderous engagements» 
he iorced Maffena to fhiit himfelf up in 
Genoa. 
This objeiV having been accom- 
pliihed, the Auilrian General had nothing to 
do but to iecure, by well chofen and en­ 
trenched polì tiows, the blockade o f that city. 
T ill that was done, and till MalFena was 
reduced in Genoa to a (late of fiege, the 
Imperial army took no repofe. 
By that 
time the month of April bad elapfed. 
D u­ 
ring this time Bertbier and Buonaparte were 
oftenfibly preparing for the inv»fion of the 
North o f Italy ; and General Melas nuiit 
h^ve been fully fenfibk that he Ihould be 
obliged before the end ot M ay €0 rtake 
head againft the co-operation of MaiTcna ; 
but Suchet y tt rejnained 
mailer of the 
mofmtains 
in the 
Countries 
of Finale 
and ot OnegUa, and could defcend from 
them into the plain 
at the fame moment 
that Berthier came thither from the Upper 
Alps.— General 
Melas wifely judged that 
he ought f get rid of the firll before the 
fécond could come up. 
H e therefore quit- . 
ted Genoa, reinforced General Elfnitz, and 
while a corps detached from Coni forced^he 
Col de Tende, he marched with a fuperior 
force againft Suchet, 
and gained 
him 
the|jreat and de«iiive adv?ntagc%, the reci­ 
tal of which is detailed in the London Ga­ 
iette. 
Thus, as early as the i it h ult. the 
French were no longer in poiftilìon of an 
inch of ground in the Maritime Alps ; they 
could no more 
threaten Piedmont, 
The 
rear of Geuersl Mt las was fecured, and he 
had no enemy remaining in Italy excepting 
MalTena, Ihut up by fuperior forces in the 
lines ot Genoa, and wholly incapable of af­ 
fording, or Ixingaififled by any co-operation 
— A ll this happened five days bel'ore the 
fin'l French Piquets had paffcd the St. Ber­ 
nard, and more no doubt than ten before a 
fufficient number of troops, and quantity of 
artillery and cavalry could have adyfuced 
beyond the Valley of Aofta,and undertaken 
any thing ferious. 


General Melas has therefore had as much 
time as he wanted,to march with all the for­ 
ces, henceforth at his difpolltions.to the Po, 
and to go to meet the army of rcferve, which 
we may he ailured is far from being is nu­ 
merous as the French and their partiaans 
would ipake us believe. “ Thus wc fee that 
in a few days, General Melas has by his ad- 
drefs and by the valour o f his troops, drawn 
himfclf from the embarrafi'ment in which 
he was fuppofcd to be, that the military ho­ 
rizon has been cleared, and that it now pre- 
fenis but tw» armies in oppofition to each 
other ; Suchet and Maflcna arc both kept 
back on the other ilde of the Maritime Alps 
and cannut again appear upon the fcene.— 
VVe ihouid be incliutcd t« «ntlclpate futjure 
events by our conjedtures, if we were not 
tearlul ol wafting the time of our readers, 
and had not alio here feme obfervations to

A ll the ground which the French 
l#ve gain?d as far as the river was almof 
the nfcelVary refult of their firft manoeuvre : 
\ but tUcrc they were obliged to ftop.

K ray, although inferior in numbers, fiai 
taken his meafure with courage and ability. 
He has fent all his forcet to his two ^ings, 
and has fupport/ed his right wing b^y the 
ftrong i^iition of Ulm , bis left, reinforced 
by the corps o f the Prince de Reufs has pro­ 
ceeded to take pcft at the foot o f the moair- 
tains, and the defiles o f the Tyrol. 
The 
fpace bet^ eeh thoie two mafies, has remain­ 
ed open, and the French appeared to have it 
in thvir power to pufh into Bavaria.— All 
thofe who rejoice or who are alarmed too 
eafily at their fuccefies» have not for a mo­ 
ment doubted that Moreau would haften 
to advance into the plains between the Iller 
and the Lech ; but that General has been 
fully fenfible that he cauld not without 
danger, at leaft at prefent, venture thither ; 
and that^if he did fo, he would have the
